It is but a day or two 
since one of its noisiest and most virulent organs de- 
nounced that principle in set terms. It would have 
schools maintained at the public expense, but only on 
condition that red-hot sectarianism should preseribe the 
instruction, and control the teacher. It would have 
Catholic schools for Catholic children, and compel 
Protestants to foot the bill. Well, these very Catho- 


er, requiring free blacks to give bonds for good be- 
havior on settling in the territory. Ohio, all know, 
until recently, had the moat stringent kinds of black 
laws.

HEALTH OF NEW YORK, AND THE REVIVAL OF 
BUSINESS. 


In consequence of the exaggerated reports that have 
become current in the country, in regard to the extent 
of cholera and its ravages in the city of New York, 
the city physician has issued a card to the public, es- 
pecially the business public, informing them that the 
disease has so far disappeared in the business part of 
the town that they can safely visit the city. It has so 
far subsided that in future only the deaths will be re- 
ported by the sanitarycommittee. ‘Two of the cholera 
hospitals were closed on Monday. The number of 
deaths on Friday was 17, on Saturday 19. 

Business men who have carefully watched the pro- 
gress of the cholera, are already present in New York 
in goodly numbers, and the barricades of boxes along 
the side-walks indicate a good deal of activity in busi- 
ness; a large fall trade is anticipated. 


CUMBERLAND PRESBYTERIANS.

THE SON OF NAPOLEON, 

When Napoleon was forced to abdicate and retire 
from France in the year 1814, bis wife, Maria Louisa, 
with her son, then three years old was taken back to Aus- 
tria. The mother married again and removed to Latly, 
but the son was brought up at the court of his grand- 
father, the Emperor of Austria, The following ac- 
count is taken from an article entitled “* The Bonaparte 
Family,’ in the North British Review. We have 
eeidom met with a story more truly touching and dra- 
matic 

Only three years of age, when he came with his moth- 
erto reside at Sehonbrnnn, the young Duke of Retchstadt 
spent the whole remainder of his life either there or 
at Vienna; only on one or two occasions travelling 
from either beyond the distance of a few miles. By 
his grandfather, the Emperor, as well asby all the 
other members of the Roval family, he seems to have 
been always treated with extreme kindness. After 
the departure of his mother for the Itahan States, he 
was committed to the care of various masters, under 
the superintendence of an Austrian nobleman of rank, 
the Count Maunce de Dietrichstein Regarding his 
early education, only two facts of any jlerest are 
mentioned ; his excessive reluctance at first to learn 
German, which, however, soon became more his own 
than French ; and his fondness tor historical -—“T 
and es ially for books relating to the career of his 
+ a ag a boy, he was, on the whole, dull, grave 
and murthless , but docile and affectionate. 

The news of his father’s death, which occurred 
when he was ten vears of age, is said to have pro- 
It was evident, indeed, 














duced a visible effect on him 
that the boy, young as he was, had been brooding im 
secret over the mystery of his own ¢ shanged condition, 

and cherishing, as well as he could, the thought of its 
connection with the extraordiwary being whom he 
could dimly recollect as his father; whose busts and 
portraits he could still see and who, as they tned to 
explain to hun, was now living shut up in an Island 
on the other side of the earth, whither the nations of 
Europe had conspired to sead him tor their own satety. 
The thought of his father became the boys single 
passion . and when he could no longer think of that 
father as still existing on the earth, his respect for his 
memory amounted to a worship. Every book that 
could tell him anvthing about his father he devoured 
with eagerness, and if he chanced to hear of the ar- 
nval of anv one at V cona who had had personal rela 
tions with the Emperor, he was uneasy all he had 
seen him Ai last, to gratify this anxiety for infor 
mauion about bis father, his tutors, at his grand 
father’s command, began to instruct him systematically 
mm modern history and polities concealhag trem him 
noting, save M. de Montbel, that could enlighteo him 
as to the real course of his father's life, and its effects on 
the condition of Europe, and only adding such com 
ments and eXposiuens as m ght make him aware, at 
the same time, in what poits his father was to be
